FROM STURGEON LAKE. 


J. Wilbur Cate and W. F. Haag, 
| of the Fresno, California, party, Yuk- 
on bound, returned on Wednesday 
| from Sturgecn lake, by way of Lesser 
Slave lake and Athabasca Landing. 
They bring the first authentic news of 
the progress of that party after cross- 
ing the Athabasca on Sept. 13th. The 
leading outfits of the party reached 
Sturgeon lake on Saturday, Oct. 2nd, 
having left — on Aug 25th. 
Distance by map 225 miles, by trail 
about 300. The men were : J. W. Cate 
and T. J. Kelly, Haag Bros, J. Q. A. 
Walker and B. F. Sears, and Messrs. 
Emerzian and Rustigian. Mr. and Mrs. 
Garner and Messrs. Quick and King 
were in the next party, and the re- 
mainder were together several days 
behind. W. 8. Johnstone and S. 
Cunningham, who left Lake St. Ann 
about Sept. 16th, passed the Fresno 
party and reached Sturgeon lake on 
October 2nd. They passed the Fresno 
party and caught the police patrol under 
Insp. Moody, which left Sturgeon lake 
on October 2nd, for St. John, Peace 
river. Messrs. Stout, Gresh, Wig- 
more and Riddell, who were the 
second party ot the road, had not 
caught up to the Fresno men. The 
trail to the Athabasca from Lake St. 
Ann was fairly good. After crossing 
the Athabasca there was five miles of 
fallen timber through which slow pro- 
gress was made. The travelling was 
then fairly good to the vicinity of the 
McLeod lake. The Fresno party and 
the police took different trails in this 
vicinity which resulted in the police 
losing several days. From the vicinity 
of McLeod lake to within twenty 
miles of the Little Smoky the trail 
was bad with fallen timber and mus- 
keg. The last twenty miles to the

itself was easily fordabie. Johnson 
and Cunnirigham reached the Little 
Smoky in 15 days from Lake St. 
Ann. Mr. Cate’s party lay a couple 
of days waiting for the rear guard to 
come up, and “remained at Sturgeon 
lake from the 2nd to the 5th, for the 
same purpose. They had lost several 
horses on the way from various causes 
and in order to help out the tran- 
sportation question Messrs. Cate

; Landing. At Slave lake they met 
Chalmers and party who reported the 
trail from Fort Assiniboine to Slave 
lake as good. They intended to make 
direct from Slave lake post to the 
mouth of the McLeod on the Atha- 
basca and may be expected in a few 
days. Shortly after leaving Slave 
lake post Messrs. Cate and Haag met 
A. J. Bell and party bound for Peace 
river. They had been wind bound 
for some days on Slave lake. | The 
Fresno men had an exciting sail for 
three days on Slave lake and had to 
lie up one day. They came down 
Slave river and the Athabasca to the 
Landing without mishap. They met 
Pottinger and Robertson in the Slave 
river rapids making good progress. 
They left the Landing on Tuesday 
morning and reached Edmonton on 
Wednesday evening. Mr. Cate re- 
turns to Fresno on to-morrow’s train, 
Mr. Haag will remain in Edmonton 
until March and will start out to 
eatch the rest of the party at the 
Nelson river. oth are satisfied that 
the overland route is the best to Pelly 
river, but think it will stand a good 
deal of improvement.

He says he has a process for treating 
fine gold in black sand and can success- 
fully handle the sand of the Saskatche- 
wan river neat Edmonton, a report of 
which appeared in the Miner of Sept. 
lith. This sand is said to assay as 
high as $400 in gold, but according to 
Mr. Garvin, if it contained only one- 
tenth of that value, he could handle it 
profitably and extract over 95 per 
cent. 

His process is a bromide solution 
after drying and roasting and the cost 
is said not to exceed $2 or $3 per ton. 
For the drying and roasting he has a 
specially constructed furnace of his own 
design, whih he claims will handle 
the sand rapidly and precipitate for 
future use all sulphuric fumes. His 
bromide solution, he says, is thoroughly 
harmless and can be taken in the mouth 
with impunity. The gold in solution 
is precipitated by sulphurated hydrogen. 
He has known processes, particularly 
with the cyanide and cholride, but all 
have been commercially unsuccessful 
except the bromide process. Mr. Gar- 
vin is now in correspondence with 
parties in Edmonton and if the news- 
paper reports are confirmed, he will go 
there for the purpose of working the 
sand.
